CHICAGO, Jan. 12 
Dodge was arrested yesterday, ona 
charge of using the mails to defraud, 
by postoffice inspectors, who allege 
Dodge operated a $500,000 swindle 
anmiong ginseng growers. 

Dodge used five different names 
and carried on his business at dif- 
ferent times in Aurora, Ill.; Peoria, 
lll.. and elsewhere, the authorities 
allege 

According to the charge against 
him, Dedge mailed letters to ginseng 
growers throughout the country, ad- 
vertising himself as a buyer of their 
crops. On receiving the hefbs from 
the farmers, Dodge retailed the 
produce, but did not make any pay- 
ments to the producers, later aban- 
foning his firm and starting a new 
company, according to the Govern- 
ment investigators.

come, giving more examples where misery and woe could be averted. 

Some of these communications speak volumes—between the lines. 

One of the common complaints is that of the poor son or daughter 
who actually suffers because of the rich parent. There is the story before 
me of the wealthy father whose only daughter is living in comparative 
poyerty. Her husband is working as hard as he can to take care of their 
three little children, and there is a hard struggle to make ends meet in 
his home. 

The husband is a “‘salaried” indi- 
vidual. They married very young 
and he is working his way up. But 
the firm with which he works is a 
soulless corporation in which ad- 
vancement comes slowly. 

Now, this parent of the wife pre- 
tends to love his daughter and his 
grandchildren. He says so, but that 
fs as far as his love manifests it- 


self. 

On Christmas he sends the usual 

Christmas gifts, but there it ends. If 
someone were to say to this parent, 
“Do you love your daughter and her 
children?” he would be astonished 
at such a question and answer indig- 
nantly, “Why, certainly I do.” 
- This reminds me of the story of 
Nathan Straus, the well-known hu- 
manitarian. He was at a gathering 
of.prominent people who had met to 
discuss milk for the poor children. 
Everybody present was very sorry 
for the children that could not get 
milk. They felt badly about it. In 
fact, there was hardly a dry eye 
when the stories were told of the 
poor little children who were starv- 
ing for the want of milk. 

There were discussions pro and 
con as to what should be done about 
it, but no real solution seemed to 
present itself. Whereupon Mr. Straus 
jumped to his feet, and cried: 

‘Yes, Iam sorry for the children, 
I am sorry $5000 worth. How sorry 
are each one of you?” 

And the people there were then 
confronted with the real test of just 
how sorry they were. 

So it is with people who profess 
love. This father I tell about tells of 
loving his child and her children, but 
he’ doesn’t act it. He doesn’t aid 
them in any sense. In truth, he isa 
hindrance rather than a help to 
them. 

I know of one occasion when his 
son-in-law had a chance to get into 
a small business as an equal partner 
by putting upa little money. He hes- 
itated going to his father-in-law to 
borrow, knowing that he would be 
refused. 

Finally his wife insisted on it. In 
truth, she made the plea herself, but 
the father’s answer was something 
like this: . 

“I had to make my own way. No- 
body gave me anything. I don't see 
why your husband can't do the 
satne.”” And with that the matter 
was dismissed as far as he was con- 
cerned. 

The young man then sought sev- 
eral of his friends, and the question 
that was always put up to him was, 

_“Why don't your rich father-in-law 
help you?” And some of them were 
éven skeptical about the venture into 
which the young man wanted to gO, 
on the assumption that if the rich 
father-in law was unwilling to put 
up any money for it there must be 
something wrong about it. 

So he has to stick to his salary job 
until he saves up enough money 
which with the present high cost of 
living, will take years. 

I would like to talk to such a fa- 
ther something like this: 

Oh, what a foolish man you are.

Do you realize that after all you are 
now spending your heirs’ money? 
They will get it in the end, and why 
not give them some little lift now, 
when they need it most? 


Don't you realize that the greatest 
good that you can do to your children 
is to give them that bit of help that 
helps themselves—that encourage- 
ment that comes with self-made suc- 
cess? 

It is all very well for you to say 
that you made your own way and did 
not need anybody. Remember. in 
your day of struggle things were dif- 
ferent. Living was easier and much 
cheaper. People could live well and 
save more. It is not so simple today. 


Pastime and pleasure have become 
necessities, and young people are not 
content with the constant grind that 
must be theirs if they would put 
aside anything. The demands are 
greater on the breadwinner from ev- 
ery angle, and it is hard to rise above 
a meager salary. 


Do not withhold the bit of money 
that is needed to put your young 
man in the way of better things. 
That is the best kind of investment. 
That is the most practical way of 
demonstrating your love. 


Certainly, we deplore the son or 
daughter who lives only on the 
money made by the father: but when 
that son or daughter is working, and 
working hard, it is well to give them 
the aviation push when the occasion 
comes. 

Besides, it is all folly for rich men 
to have poor relations live and hope 
and wait for dead men’s shoes. The 
best thing that is in them is killed. 
But if- you show an interest in their 
progress by getting behind them in 
their time of need it would seem to 
mea great sense of satisfaction must 
come as a result. 


Furthermore, isn't it better to live 
to see the glad things that you: woulda 
bestow—to watch the development 
of your money—to see it give com- 
fort to those that you love—isn’'t this 
better than to go on being a stingy 
Old Scrooge and to have your own 
children learn to hate you on ac- 
count of your money which you are 
withholding from them and the 
memory of you to be filled only 
with your penurious ways? 


If I were a rich parent and knew 
my children were industrious, I 
would give them at least some of my 
money before I died and get some 
of the pleasure of giving myself. 

If every wealthy parent would look 
into this matter, how many a sor- 
rowful child of theirs would “rise 
from their dead selves to better be- 
ings.” ‘

TURKISH NATIONALISTS MAY 
THEATEN SOVIET DOMINATION 


Correspondence of the Associated Press. 
MOSCOW, Dec. 17.—It is believed 


here that if Mustapha Kemal Pasha 
succeeds in establishing a real Turk- 
ish Nationalist power, the Turks 
would form a new backbone for the 
Moslem world. This might seriously 
threaten the domination of Russia in 
the Caucasus, in Turkestan, Persia 
and Armenia, for there is.a very gen- 
eral racial and religious union among 
the Mosiems. 

“After all, we are Orientals and we 
hate and despise the Russians,” was 
the way one Moslem stated the situa- 
tion. 

While the Central Soviet here has 
helped the Turkish Nationalist tiove- 
ment, it is believed that a ounflict 
of interests and distrust will assert 
itself if Turkey succeeds in her na- 
tional aims. The 15,000,000 Moslems 
of Russia certainly disiike Russian 
rule.

Month's Total Was $959,943, a Gain |

WASHINGTON, July 11.—St. | 
Louis in December held fifth place 
among the cities of the country in 
postal receipts. The total amounted | 
to $959,943.38. In December, 1920, | 
the total was $852,010.75. The in- 
crease was $107,932.63, or 12.66 per 
cent. There was an increase in De- 
cember, 1920, over the same month 
in 1919 of 3.63 per cent, while in 
1919 the increase over 1918 was
